AAU  Championship 

Coach  John  Piscopo's  North- 
western State  College  gymnastics 
team  captured  its  eleventh  con- 
secutive Southern  AAU  Gym 
Championship  at  the  annual  meet 
in  Lafayette.

The  Mims  family  of  Natchi- 
toches Parish  is  an  example  of 
what  can  be  accomplished  with  a 
small  amount  of  money  and  a  de- 
termination to  acquire  a  college 
education. 

Mrs.  Clara  Mims  Walker,  the 
eldest  of  twelve  children,  can  re- 
call that  her  father,  the  late  Mr. 
Lee  M.  Mims,  sold  five  acres  of 
the  family's  hill  farm  for  $52  to 
start  her  education  at  Normal  back 
in  1918. 

She  entered  college  with  a  de- 
terminaton  to  succeed.  However, 
after  having  attended  for  only  a 
brief  period,  she  qualified  for  a 
teacher's  certificate  and  accepted 
an  assignment  at  the  Lambertown 
School  in  Shamrock. 

Saves  Her  Money 

At  Lambertown,  she  worked 
through  the  year  for  S60  per 
month  and  managed  to  save 
enough  money  to  make  it  possible 
not  only  for  her  to  return  to  col- 
lege, but  for  her  sister  Gertie  to 
come  along  as  well.  Gertie  passed 
the  state  examination  during  the 
summer,  and  the  next  fall  found 
two  of  the  Mims  sisters  teaching. 

By  the  following  summer  the 
sisters  had  saved  enough  money 
to  return  to  college  and  take 
along  the  eldest  of  their  brothers. 
He,  too,  took  the  state  examina- 
tion and  started  teaching.  Thus, 
the  process  continued  until  ten  of 
the  Mims  family  attended  college 
— nine  of  whom  received  degrees. 

Mrs.  Walker  continued  to  teach 
in  Natchitoches  Parish  until  1922. 
In  that  year  she  was  married  to 
Mr.  joe  Walker  and  began  teach- 
ing iti  Sabine  Parish,  where  they 
lived.  There,  she  accepted  a  po- 
sition as  Supervisor  of  Adult 
Education  for  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment. The  Government  paid 
her  to  attend  Normal  during  the 
summers. 

Mrs.  Walker  remained  in  Sa- 
bine Parish  until  194.'i,  when  she 
returned  to  Natchitoches  Parish 
and  taught  until  January  of  this 
year,  at  which  time  she  retired.

Outstanding  Cage 
Stars  Sign   Pacts 
For  Demon  Futures 

Seems  as  if  Xorthwestern  State 
College  likes  the  looks  of  that 
gleaming  new  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence basketball  trophy  resting 
comfortably  in  its  case — and 
seems  as  if  Coach  Huey  W.  Cran- 
ford  is  taking  steps  to  try  to  add 
a  few  more. 

NSC  has  signed  three  of  the 
five  top  high  school  players  in  the 
state.  Each  of  the  three  was  voted 
the  Outstanding  Player  in  his 
school  classification.  In  addition, 
the  Demons  have  latched  on  to  a 
fourth  player — an  All-Stater  who 
narrowly  missed  the  OP  Award. 
All  were  picked  by  the  Louisiana 
Sportswriters  Association. 

Here's  the  quartet  of  Demon 
signees : 

Gerald  Woodard  of  Dry  Prong 
was  the  Outstanding  Player  in 
Class  B.  He  was  the  top  scorer  in 
the  state  with  1.392  points  and 
led  his  team  to  a  44-2  record  for 
the  season.  Over  a  three-year 
period,  he's  scored  over  3,000 
points. 

Walter  Ledet  of  St.  Mary's  of 
Natchitoches  was  the  Outstanding 
Player  in  Class  C.  He  was  the 
state's  second-high  scorer  with 
1,281  points  and  led  his  team  to  a 
52-4  record  for  the  season.  Both 
Ledet  and  Woodard  scored  more 
points  than  Lake  Charles'  All- 
American  Charles  Nash,  who 
dunked  1.227. 

James  Hardin  of  Tioga  was  the 
Outstanding  Player  in  Class  A. 
He  scored  719  points  and  is  re- 
puted to  be  the  best  rebounder  in 
the  state. 

Tommy  Mathis  was  a  first  team 
All-State  selection  as  a  member 
of  the  Coushatta  quintet.  His  23.0 
points  per  game  was  the  top 
scoring  average  in  Class  A  and  he 
sparkled  on  defense.  Mathis  was 
narrowly  edged  out  by  Hardin  for 
the  Outstanding  Player  award. 

Each   of  the   signees   is   a   two- 
year   All-State  performer,   and  all 
will    be   watched   closely    in   their 
careers   as   NSC   Demons   for   the 
I  next  four  vears.
